London, Nov. Hi.—That the Dutch 


government has no present inten- 
tion of mediating for peace is the 
announcement contained in a gov- 
ernment reply to an interim report 
of the second 
chamber embodying 


general reflections on. the 
budget, 


says a Reuter dispatch 
from 
The 


Hague. 


The government declares 
itself 


fully cognizant of the fact that the 
termination of the war would be 
beneficial to Holland but asserts this 
is not sufficient reason for medi- 
ation. 
The government says it al- 


ways is ready to do the utmost in its 
power as a neutral state to hasten 
the end of the war but realizes no at- 
tempt is likely to succeed if it is 
proposed only by one or two of the 
belligerents. 
A desire for peace, the 


government declares will not be per- 
mitted to lead to premature 
steps 


which would 
prejudice 
both 
the 


countries position and pacific aims.
